in the country." 


Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst of Hot 


Springs hailed the announce- 
ment, and predicted a vitcory in 
November "by about a 55 to 45 
margin." 


To get the issue on the No- 


vember ballot, petitioners will 
need the signatures of 35,000 
qualified voters, representing at 
least five per cent of the quali- 
fied voters in 15 different coun- 
ties. 


Chamber officials would not 


say how many of the 750 mem- 
bers voted in the poll. 


The announcement was the 


first solid indication that busi- 
nessmen would approve of an 
attempt to legalize gambling, 
which has been billed as the No. 
1 industry in Hot Springs and 
Garland County.

Railway Talks 
Spurred as 
Deadline Hears 


By NEIL GILBRIOE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House said today that the 
tempo of bargaining in the rail- 
road labor dispute "will be 
stepped up considerably" with 
day and night sessions from 
now on. 


The statement from press sec- 


retary George Reedy followed 
word from President Johnson 
that he expects to know by 
next Monday whether the par- 
ties to the long work rules dis- 
pute will settle it for them- 
selves. 


Johnson's statement implied a 


shortened deadline for a volun- 
tary agreement to head off a 
threatened nationwide strike. 


Reedy said the day and night 


sessions will continue until fed- 
eral mediators make the report 
Johnson requested. 


Reedy said that after si xdays 


of exploratory talks, the bar- 
gaining sessions are moving in- 
to an entirely new stage—that 
of attempting to get both sides 
to modify their proposals. 


"A major effort will be made 


to achieve modification of the 
proposals," Reedy said. 


"We should know definitely, 


not later than next Monday, 
whether the parties to this dis- 
pute will settle it by the proc- 
ess of bargaining and by re- 
sponsible reason," Johnson said 
V/ednesday. 


'The country expects that an- 


swer to be yes," Johnson said 
after conferring privately with 
federal mediators and negotia- 
tors for five unions and nearly 
200 railroads. 


Johnson did not say what he 


might do if the talks fail, but he 
would have no power to halt a 
scheduled strike April 25 unless 
he asked Congress for special 
legislation.-

The five-year dispute over 


wages, job classifications and 
working conditions had exhaust- 
ed all provisions of federal law 
when Johnson won a 15-day 
strike postponement last Friday 
and set up the emergency bar- 
gaining talks. 


"There is no settlement yet,' 


Johnson said Wednesday on the 
sixth day of the talks, "anc 
there can be no settlement until 
all issues are disposed of." 


His reference to a definite de 


cision by Monday was the firsi 
official indication that he wil 
not let the entire 15-day post 
ponement elapse without con 
sidering other steps.

Even imbalance 
among 


the parents of these 400 greats 
was insignificant, two fathers 
and one mother having been 
hospitalized for mental illness. 
So, instead of geniuses having 
a streak of madness in them, it 
would seem that one of the 
reasons for their sucess is that 
they had their wits about them. 


What might sometimes be tak- 


en for madness could very well 
be the workings of a productive 
imagination which works in un- 
usual ways. 


Forty-nine of the 400 came 


from homes that were warm 
and harmonious. All the rest 
had some kind of turbulence in 
their 'early lives. Many parents 
deserted, others died when the 
child was very young. Finances 
went up and down drastically, 
the parents were continually 
quarreling.

of the 400 


great personalities came from 
broken or tormented homes. 


The study didn't reach any 


conclusions which would give 
the reason for their findings.

fore an anticipated crowd of

Finns Train 
for the 26 
Mile Race

VOLUNTOWN, Conn. (AP)— 


Two marathoners from Finland 
are training here for next Mon- 
day's 26-mile-plus run in Bos- 
ton. Other marathoners should 
be happy that the two aren't 
three. 


The two are Paavo Pystynen 


and Tenho Salaaka. The third 
man—who isn't here—is sturdy 
Eino Oksanen, who won the 
Boston 
A.A. Marathon 
three 


times between 1959 and 1962. 


The bandy-legged Oksanen, a 


Helsinki detective, is the de- 
fending Nordic champion—with 
all the Scandinavian nations in- 
cluded—but is not entered for 
the Boston run this year. 


A 
spokesman for 
Pystynen 


and Salaaka says Finland likes 
to send as large a variety of 
runners as possible and thus is 
keeping Oksanen, preparing for 
the 1964 Olympics. 


However, Pystynen and Sa- 


laaka can't be considered sec- 
ond-raters. 


"Finland likes to give as 


many top runners a chance to 
run in Boston as possible," says 
Ernest Johansson, who has been 
the unofficial U.S. host for Fin- 
land's marathoners for the past 
decade. 


'They like to mix it up, so to 


speak, with their runners," said 
Johansson, who also interprets 
for 
the 
32-year-old Pystynen 


and the 29-year-old 
Salaaka. 


"Pystynen 
won the national 


championship in Finland last 
year and Oksanen, Pystynen 
and Salaaka all finished high in 
the Nordic championship—Eino 
winning it. 


"In act, Finland won the 


first six places in the Nordic 
marathon—the first time any 
Scandinavian nation had ever 
done such a thing. So, you see 
Finland has more than one out- 
standing marathoner." 


Pystynen, a career Finnish

defense line but this went un- 
mentioned by Acheson's critics 
and defenders.

Ttft and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. Even when MacArthur 
died April 5, what he said in 1949 
must have been long-forgotten.

—toi an interview with an Eng- 
lish'newspaperman, Ward Price

Vfense perimeter in the Pacific. 


The interview was published in 
the New York Times March 3. 


:MacArthur said the Anglo-Sax- 


on "line of defense runs through 
the chain of islands fringing the 
coast of Asia." He listed them, 
from the Aleutians to the Phil- 
lippines, through Japan. He left 
out Formosa. 
, 
In December 1949, Chiang and 


* what was left of his army fled 


to' Formosa, But by then the 
United States had given up on 
him and on Jan. 5, 1950, Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman called in 
newsmen to make a statement. 


He said the United States 


would take no action to defend 
Chiang and his forces on For- 
mosa, that it was a Chinese 
problem. This was an adminis- 
tration policy decision. 


On Jan. 12, 1950, Acheson sup- 


ported Truman and explained 
the decision in a talk at the Na- 
tional Press Club. 


Repeating what MacArthur 


had said 10 months before, 
Acheson put the American de- 
fense line in the Pacific off the 
Asian coast and in the string of 
islands from the Aleutians to the 


Philippines. Me, too, omitted 
Formosa. 


He then went further than 


MacArthur and sought to an- 
swer the natural question raised 
by his statement: What about 
protecting other areas hi the 
Pacific and Asia from attack, 


Acheson said: "It must he 


clear that no person can guar- 
antee these areas against mil* 
itary attack. But it must be 
clear that such a guarantee is 
hardly sensible or necessary 
within the realm of practical re- 
lationships." 


If such an attack did occur, 


he said, "the initial reliance 
must be on the people attacked 
to resist it and then upon the 
commitments of the entire civ- 
ilized world under the charter of 
the United Nations which so far 
has not proved a weak reed to 
lean on by any people who are 
determined to protect their in- 
dependence against outside ag- 
gression." 


While Acheson didn't commit 


the United States to the defense 
of any country attacked in Asia, 
he didn't say the United States 
wouldn't try to defend it. He 
left the door open for an Amer- 
ican decision later. 


A would-be attacker could 


construe it either way. But the 
United States had just gone 
through an 
experience with 


Chiang whose government and 
forces had frittered away Amer- 
ican help. 


On June 25, 1950, the North 


Korean Communists 
attacked 


South Korea. Truman acted at 
once: He sent American forces 
to the defense of Korea, under 
MacArthur. The United Nations 
quickly joined in. And Truman 
defended Formosa from Red 
Chinese attack. 


Seven days after the attack 


started 
McCarthy 
denounced 


Acheson for "telling the world" 
before the war began that the 
United States would not inter- 
vene. 


On August 7, Taft said "we 


invited the attack" 
because 


Acheston "announced last win- 
ter that we would not defend 
Korea and Formosa." 


And during the 1952 presiden- 


tial campaign—MacArthur was 
keynote speaker at the Republi- 
can convention which nominat- 
ed Eisenhower — they also de- 
nounced 
Acheson along 
the 


same lines.

Foreign Aid in 
for Hard Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ Sen. 


•f. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., con- 
ceded after a brief but stormy 
hearing in the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee today that 
foreign aid "is in for another 
hard year." 


The committee, headed by 


Fulbright, held an early fore- 
noon session on one part of the 
administration's $3.4 billion re- 
quest for the program, but Sen. 
Wayne Morse, D-Ore., forced a 
stop promptly at 10 o'clock be- 
cause the Senate was meeting to 
resume the civil rights battle.

therefore, better able to

criticism and questioning of him 
and (he party and its practices. 


They no longer could be treat- 


ed entirely as vassals of the 
state. Their approval to some 
degree had to be sought. This 
meant elimination of terror and 


talk of a.fuller life.

In these terms, Khrushchev's 


downgrading of Stalin is under- 
standable. But in doing this he 
shattered, and must have un- 
derstood he would, the infallibil- 
ity of the leadership. 


The result: the monolith of 


communism 
itself 
was shat- 


tered. Party members every- 
where became confused. Differ- 
ences followed, Moscow could 
be disagreed with. Khrushchev 
confirmed this point over the 
weekend. 


Thus, as the Soviet Union lost 


its absolute contol over world 
communism, it was no longer 
the single - willed monster of 
Stalin. The chance is there for 
growth in new directions. 


But a new Stalin, by some re- 


turn to terror and through prop- 
aganda, might try to turn the

danger in Khrushchev's death. 


What is still unknown about 


the Soviet Union is how much 
power the party chieftains have 
in choosing a successor and con- 
trolling policy.

Home gardeners can improve the size and quality of their 


vegetables, fruit and flowers by using black polyethylene plastic 
film from a roll for mulching, a new method which has paid off 
for. commercial growers. Black polyethylene cuts out all light* 
protects young trees, flower and fruit plants—as "well as their 
I'oots—from cold, heat, drought or weeds. It completely elimi- 


, nates hoeing. Less fertilizer Is required, because the plastic 


minimizes loss of nutrients by rainfall. 


Gering Plastics reports horticulturaliste found that fruit and 
Vegetables, mulched with the opaque film, are generally of better 
quality. Tomato plants are larger, firmer and have fewer defects. 
Strawberries come into production eight to 10 days earlier. 
There are fewer culls, and no soil rot, because the fruit is kept 
oil the ground. Birds appear to do less damage where the plastic 
is used. A square of black polyethylene, 4 x 4 feet or larger, 
can be used around newly set fruit trees, rose bushes, or shrubs 
to control weeds and grass. This helps new plantings get off to 
a, better start. 
Soil should be prepared in the normal manner and fertilize* 


before the polyethylene mulch is applied. Beds should be firm, 
smooth and slightly crowned so that the water will run oil the 
plastic. Soil shoveled along the edges of the film will keep it 
anchored. Slits are made in the polyethylene with a razor bladet 
to set in the plants. Black nlni absorbs heat, and plants must 
not remain under the hot unslit material for any length of time. 
With very small seeded crops like beets, carrots or radishes, 


it is more practical to wait until the crop is up, then to pluce 
strips of the opaque plastic on both sides of the row.
